Rail Regulation 


Attention of local merchants is call- 


ed to a new mixed-car freight rate 
ruling which offers opportunity for 
a considerable saving, according to a 
bulletin issued from the office of Hope 
Chamber of Commerce by Secretary 
Joe Floyd. 


"In order' to compete with motor 


truck transportation," says the bulle- 
tin, "the railroads have published 
rates offering to haul most all classes 
of good's, in one lot, at a considerable 
reduction from the pr-esent less-car- 
load rates. The new basis offers three 
minimum weights: 12,000, 25,000 and 
40,000 pounds, with graduated rales. 


"All classes of merchandise can be 


placed in these cars with few excep- 
tions, such exceptions being, liquid 
acids, fresh fruits und vegetables and 
other perishables, automobiles, live- 
stock and explosives." 


The bulletin continues with an illu- 


stration of the saving to the shipper. 
Billed as loss-curload shipment, 12,000 
pounds at 'the regular rate of $1.71 
would cost $205.20; while the conosoli- 
dated car shipment, at the rate of 
?1.20, would cost only $144.00—a sav- 
ing of ?G1.20. 


On 25,000 pounds, the freight sav- 


ing would' be $192.50; anil on 40,000 
Hounds, $396.00.

War Clouds Seen 


Two Nations Now Near 


Open Break in Man- 
churia, Observers Say 


TOKIO.—Adherents of a policy ot 


peace in the Far East were alarmed 
Tuesday as additional symptoms of a 
widening of the breach between Ja- 
pan and Russia appeared. It appears 
that the two nations are now peril- 
ously near an armed conflict in Man- 
churia, Clouds of ominous signifi- 
cance arc gathering over the political 
horizon and little being done to re- 
lieve the tense situation. 


Actual Russo-Japanese warfare, in 


the minds of students of history here, 
seems to be merely a' matter of time. 
The collision may not occur for six 
months or a year, or it may even be 
two or more years away, but it will 
take place ultimately, in the view of 
more and more people. 


This is held to be largely due to the 


Soviet refusing to accept the changes 
tliat have come over Manchuria—at 
least, the presumption in official Jap- 
anese circles is that Moscow is not 
likely willingly to reconcile herself to 
these changes. 


For some time not alone the news 


agencies and newspapers of Japan, but 
also important government depart- 
ments, such as the Foreign Office, the 
War Office and the Navy Department, 
have been receiving reports of war- 
like preparation by the Soviet along 
the Manchu-Soviet frontier. 
They 


have been hearing stories of trenches 
being dug, of work being in progress 
for double tracking a portion of the 
trans-Sibertan railway, of troops con- 
centrating along the border, of men 
being deployed in such a manner that 
suggests hostilities, of massing of air- 
planes; even of day and night trans- 
portation of foodstuffs and ammuni- 
tion and of the conversion of chemical 
factories in Soviet Russia to war pur- 
poses and of the fortification of Rus- 
sia islands near Vladivoctok.

Offi- 
cials of the railroad company called 
him by telephone from St. Louis and 
other cities seeking release of the 
train, but the local justice would not 
revoke the order.

HOUSTON, Texas.—City Secretary 


Fred Turner had for a long time been 
using a silver clgaret lighter he receiv- 
ed from his wife. The fuel ran out 
recently and Fred reverted to matches 
until he got the lighter filled. A few 
dayls ago he got in his car, thrust a 
clgaret in his mouth, pulled out the 
lighter—lit thp clgaret—and threw the 
lighter away. He was in the habit of 
discarding used matches and 'forgot 
he had his lighter.

Grain Sorghum as 
Peed Recommended 


Demonstrations Show 
.That Good Yields Are 


Made Most Any Year 


In recent years a few varieties of 


grain sorghums have been grown for 
feed in most parts of Arkansas, and 
they have demonstrated that they can 
be depended upon to produce good 
yields of feed even in rather severe 
dry weather, states D. J. Burleson. 
Extension agronomist, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


The grain sorghums withstand dry 


weather better than corn and, as a 
rule, they produce better. Dry weath- 
er is one of the chief reasons for low 
yields of corn. For thi sreason it is 
a good plan to plant a portion of the 
grain land to a grain sorghum and a 
portion to corn as a partial insurance 
against drouth. 


Among the best varieties of grain 


«orghums are Sagrain, Hegari, Gro- 
homa, and Darso. There are many 
other varieties, but these four are us- 
ually among the most dependable. 
Last year some farmers paid high 
prices for Grohom'a and found that it 
was about equivalent to Sagrain or 
Hegari as a feed producer.

weeks later than the earliest date for 
planting corn. The latest date for 
planting is the latter part of June.
